200 Miles Apart 


Arctic Defence 
Airport Chain 
Held Essential 


Canada’s national defences will require airports strung 
across the Arctic region every two hundred miles, according 
to Grant McConachie, president of Canadian Pacific Airlines, 
to mambers of the Alberta North West Chamber of Mines and 
Resources at the organizations annual meeting held Friday 


at the Macdonald hotel. 
He 


predicted that around these airports and other 
landing strips in the Arctic would grow settlements, and 
that the freight now moving by air in Northern Canada 


would not be a fraction of the tonnage airlines will carry- 
ing in the next decade if nothing impedes the proper de- 


velopment of the north, 


He added that this development depends on manpower, 
and a vigorous immigration program is absolutely essential 
to provide the manpower needed for the extraction of the vast 


resources of the northland. 


MR. McCONACHIE predicted a 
network of highways tapping heavy 
freight from river depots to mining 
centres, adding that with the water- 
ways, highways, and airlines there 
would be little need for the de- 
velopment of rail transportation 
for some considerable time in far 
Northern Canada 

The future of air transportation 
in Northern Canada is as great as 
the future of Northern Canada 
itself, “With the development of 
the potentials of that area I can 
foresee numerous small towns 
springing up through the north 
west. These will be connected by 
a network of air services vital to 
the life of the communities,” 

HE PREDICTED that the volume 
of air freight will be tremendous 
and will not only include goods 
ot the type that are handled by 
railway express today, but will 
reach a long way into cargoes, 
pow moving by rail freight. 

Mr. McConachie said that as a

49 Jews Killed 
In Arab Battle 


JERUSALEM, Jan, 17,—(AP)— 
Arab sources said today that as 
many as 49 Jews were killed In 
fighting with Arabs overnight in 
the Judean hills between Bethle- 
hem and Hebron. 

Police, piecing together sparse 
reports from the area, gave this 
version: Jews attacked the Arab 
village of Surif in the hills south- 
west of Bethlehem, wounding six 
Arabs.

Jewish sources sald the attackers 
had inflicted heavy Arab casualties 
and “all our men returned to the 
base.”

Dutch, Indonesians 
Sign Peace Pact 


BATAVIA, Jan. (BUP) 
Dutch and Be ot po delegates 
signed an agreement aboard the 
American transport Renville in 
Batavia bay today to end their 
bloody warfare and work toward 
a peaceful political settlement, 

Premier Amir Sjarifuddin of the 
Indonesian republican government 
said after signing the agreement 
that his side was dissatisfied but 
would carry out the pact as best 
it could, 

Abdul Kadir, Indonesian chair- 
man of the Netherlands delegation 
and deputy governor-general of the 
Indies, signed for Holland, 

The agreement became effective 
today. It was the fourth agreement 
calculated to halt the fighting in 
Java which began when the Jap- 
anese were defeated here in the 
last phase of the war, In the five 
and a half months since a cease- 
fire order was issued, skirmishing 
had accounted for some 1,500 
Dutch casualties and 4,700 among 
the Indonesians, 

The new agreement provided for 
a truce while both sides worked 
on a program under which The 
Netherlands Indies eventually 
would become independent as the 
“United States of Indonesia,”

Meat prices in Canada are to be regulat- 
ed into line with the prices Britain is to pay 
under the revised contract. And butter prices 
are to be set on the basis of 67 cents per 
pound wholesale at Montreal. 

These are the outstanding features of the 
announcement that ceilings are to be re- 
imposed upon a limited number of commodi- 
ties. As the authority to control prices will 
end at the 31st of March, Parliament is to be 
asked to extend this power for one year. 
And while they are at it the ministers will ask 
that the extension give them control powers 
over prices all across the board, and including 


| Canada’s Sun-Porch 

A former Governor-General called the 
Bahamas the “sun-porch” of Canada, This 
| rather apt description lends interest to the 
| news that Trans-Canada Airlines will soon 
| open a regular air service between eastern 
| points in the Dominion and Nassau. Which, 
| air facilities being what they are, means that 
all parts of Canada will be brought within a 


few hours’ travel of the sunny islands. 


That the Bahamas will become widely 
known and popular as a winter resort for 
Canadians can be taken for granted. They 
have all the advantages of Florida and Cali- 
| fornia in the way of balmy airs, tropical vege- 
tation and sandy beaches. 

That trade will grow is to be supposed, 
| for commerce commonly follows the making 
of new and mutually satisfactory contacts. 
The islands import—chiefly from the United 
States—many things which Canada could 
supply; and Canada imports—mainly from 
the United States—tropical products which 
the islands could supply. The more contacts 
Canada can make with communities lying in 
quite different latitudes, the better for both.

To try to force 
prices of either below the economic figure | 
would stffle production; and more, not less, | 
production is what is needed 
How broadly controls will have to be ap- | 
plied cannot be foreseen. That will be de- 
termined by events. The reintroduction of 
restrictions on this limited scale is proof 
that the control system was dismantled too | 
soon under the mistaken impression that | 
prices had about reached the peak and would | 
level off on a lower plane under influence of 
increased production and free competition. 
The impact of poor crops, industrial dead- 
locks and world conditions upset that calcu- | 
lation. How far the reaction from these fac- 
tors will extend has yet to be seen. That | 
will decide whether and how many other 
items will have to be put under ceilings. 


To Supervise Appeals 

A provisional organization of Edmonton 
institutions, including the city corporation 
itself, has been established with the purpose 
of providing control of money-raising ap- 
peals in the community. | 

Fifteen organizations are included in the 
provisional board which will be extended and 
made permanent at a general meeting to be 
held in the Chamber of Commerce offices on 
February 9. 

Both private citizens and business firms | 
will feel that this development is long overdue 
in Edmonton, The people of this city are | 
sympathetic and generous. It is time there | 
was made available to them some intelligent 
and unprejudiced guidance in the decisions 
they must so frequently make in the matter 
of supporting or withholding from 
financial drives. 


Support 


The new board, however, will function in 
a much wider capacity than that of weeding 
out appeals that are unsound, untimely or 
downright fraudulent. It will endeavor to 
time worthy appeals so that one does not con- 
flict with another. This control in the mat- | 
ter of timing should not only add to the like- 
lihood of the appeal’s success, but space out | 
in @ more reasonable fashion the demands on 
the citizen's charitable budget. 

This type of control, which has been em- | 
ployed with great success in many other 
Canadian cities, might well prove to become 
one of Edmonton's most useful institutions. 


Must Be Public 

It must appear frivolous to some critics 
of the British-born system of justice that a 
conviction for attempted robbery should have 
been quashed by the Alberta Court of Appeal 
because the trial was held in a room whose 
door was marked “private”. 


Nevertheless the decision to quash not 
only followed sound law and precedent but 
revealed an admirable judicial zeal to protect | 
the rights of the subject 
It isa primary principle that anyone ac- 
cused of a crime in Canada is entitled to a 
public trial unless, of course, the evidence is 
of a nature that might corrupt public morals. 
That is a very important right and stands, 
symbolically and actually, between the fre« 
citizen and all those abuses of justice which 


stem from secret trials and imprisonment 


As far as known, the evidence in this ap- 
peal case did not attempt to show that the 
trial in question was actually forbidden to the 
public, merely that the room in which it was 
held was marked “private” and this might 
have discouraged the public from entering 

It is reassuring to know that British fre 
dom is thus guarded, not only from evil, but 


from even the appearance of evil.

In no other place on earth and during no 
other period in history have such persistent 
and vigorous efforts been made to extinguish

This explains their 
desperate efforts to wipe out the influence 
of the Church. 

That those efforts are not succeeding is 
significant not only in regard to the survival 
of the Christian Faith, but in regard to the 
survival of Communism, 

If the two are completely incompatible, 
as the Soviet propaganda admits, the Rus- 
sian people appear to have made a choice,
